Pending legislation 
on the state level, in the last 
several years, gave promising 
indications that state appor¬ 
tionment to school districts 
would be increased, and/or the 
ceiling of 90 cents raised. How¬

New Well Set 
For Operation 
Tomorrow 

Sierra Madre’s new water 
well, No. 4, will be ready for 
constant use tomorrow, offer¬ 
ing the capacity of pumping 
1750 gallons per minute. 

Drilling operations, begun 
last April, took the well to a 
depth of 662 feet before the 
drilling was completed in Oc¬ 
tober. Since then it has been 
installed with equipment that 
includes a discharge line to 
the reservoir, a master flow 
meter, and a submersible 
motor. 

One of the well's advantages 
over the other three is the fact 
of having the motor under 
water which permits a silent 
operation and prevents the mo¬ 
tor from overheating. With the 
surface of the water 203 feet 
from the surface of the land, 
the pump and motor them¬ 
selves are 350 feet below 
ground level. 

Operating through automatic 
control, the well will pump 
water only as needed, accord¬ 
ing to Water Superintendent A1 
Freeland, who points out that 
the city’s needs vary from 
summer to winter. During the 
last six months in 1954 an av¬ 
erage of 270 gallons per person 
per day were pumped. 

Asked about chlorination, 
Superintendent Freeland says 
only water supplied through 
the two tunnels in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon are chlorinated 
in keeping with State and 
County health laws which re¬ 
quire Sierra Madre to use a 
littles less than the usual re¬ 
quirement of one gallon of 
chlorine to one million gallons 
of water. 

Although the well water is 
not chlorinated the water is 
tested once or twice a week to 
keep a close check against 
pollution. 


the necessary funds. Currently, 
Sierra Madre receives $128,458 
from the state. 

It now costs $249.98 per 
year to educate a student in 
Sierra Madre. Remainder of the 
present $3.13 rate is paid to 
the Pasadena High School and 
Junior College Districts, of 
which Sierra Madre is a part. 

Repairs include extensive re¬ 
roofing and re-wiring. Teach¬ 
ers’ salary schedules, and esti¬ 
mates of repairs have been 
received, as well as figures 
pertaining to subdivisions now 
under construction, in an effort 
to determine actual needs. 

Present plans call for repairs 
to l)e spread over three to five 
years, and employment of at 
least two new teachers. As re¬ 
pairs are completed, additional 
teachers will be employed as 
enrollment increases. When 
adequate reserve funds have 
accumulated at $5,000 per year 
money then available will be 
spent in restoration of services 
discontinued in the interests of 
economy. These include a 
teacher for special reading 
problems, art teacher, and cler¬ 
ical help. 

A breakdown of expenditures 
and estimate of actual needs is 
being prepared by the local 
board for distribution and pub¬ 
lication.

Florence Peterson, in charge of 
the local Red Cross headquar¬ 
ters, said Tuesday, “is that nu¬ 
merous workers have been un¬ 
able to contact persons they 
are sure will wish to make do¬ 
nations. They have called re¬ 
peatedly and found no one at 
home. If such persons will 
kindly telephone headquarters, 
CUster 5-0745, between 10 and 
12 in the morning or between 
1 and 4 in the afternoon, or 
will telephone the worker who 
left a ‘Sorry you were not at 
home’ card, we will be happy 
to send for the contribution.” 

Those wishing to mail their 
contributions can send them 
either to the worker who left 
the “Sorry” card or to the 
American Red Cross, 41 S. 
Baldwin, Mrs. Peterson pointed 
out.

It all reminds me, though, 
that columning has changed 
greatly in my time. Long ago 
when I first broke into print, 
columnists did not have to 
know everything, as they do 
today. They didn’t have to ex¬ 
pound politics and foreign pol¬ 
icy. They had to write verses, 
jokes and anecdotes. 

So far as I know, Eugene 
Field was the originator of the 
column of that day. He started 
in St Joseph, Mo., with a daily 
poem — besides doing reperto- 
rial work. Then he moved to 
the Kansas City Times and 
then to the Denver Tribune. 
On the Tribune he followed his 
daily poem with such wise¬ 
cracks as the assertion that he 
knew a man who was so stin¬ 
gy he would let his children 
have only one measle at a 
time. He became so popular 
that his first book, “The Trib¬ 
une Printer,” if I remember 
correctly, was brought out 
there. Then the Chicago Daily 
News reached out for him and 
he set the pattern later fol¬ 
lowed by B.L.T., F.P.A., Don 

Marquis and other greats. 


It is very heartening to see 
and read the number of letters 
to the Editor, and to note the 
speaking from the floor in

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Civilian Employment 
In State Hits High 

Civilian employment in Cali¬ 
fornia was at the highest Feb¬ 
ruary level in the history of 
the state and unemployment 
was lower than a year ago, ac¬ 
cording to a joint statement re¬ 
leased by the Departments of 
Industrial Relations and Em¬ 
ployment. 

Ernest B. Webb, Director of 
the Department of Industrial 


Relations, said that employ¬ 
ment reached a February high 
of 4,871,000 which was some 
67,000 more than a year ago. 
Almost all major industry 
groups are currently employ¬ 
ing more w'prkers than in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1954. 

William A. Burkett, Director 
of the Department of Employ¬ 
ment reported that unemploy¬ 
ment increased to 275.000 in 
February from 262.000 in Janu¬ 
ary. The present figure, how¬ 
ever is 24,000 less than the un¬ 
employment total of 299,000 re¬ 
corded in February a year ago. 

This was the first time in 20 


months that unemployment fell 
below the level of the same 
month of the previous year. 

Webb stated that employ¬ 
ment rose by 12,000 between 
January and February of this 
year with largest increases in 
manufacturing and construc¬ 
tion. The employment rise this 
year contrasts with a 40,000 
drop between January and 
February last year. 

The California labor force 
numbered 5,146,000 this Feb¬ 
ruary compared with 5,103,000 
in February, 1954.

Dear Friends: 

That section of the proposed zoning ordinance prohibiting work in the home of 
any kind for remuneration, and that section of the proposed ordinance making it 
mandatory for the Planning Commission to set up time limits for abatement of 
non-conforming buildings or non-conforming uses thereof which were established 
before zoning laws were enacted, is, I believe, entirely unwarranted and arbitrari/v 
dictatorial. 1 

I do not believe it is a prerogative of either the Planning Commission or the City 
Council to set up an ordinance which so obviously will detrimentally affect so 
many of our residents. 

In regard to non-conforming buildings and non-conforming uses of buildings they 
will m the course of time be eliminated naturally as a result of the restrictions now 
in effect under present zoning laws. 

It is hardly right to bring hardship on individuals merely to be arbitrary and 
furthermore, with the passing of years, what the present Commission wishes to 
condemn may be what some future Commission will be encouraging. 

In addition to the above, there is the sad fact that the Planning Commission is 
NOT proposing an ordinance made of their own ideas or those of our citizens 
as a whole, but rather are accepting the ideas and suggestions of an entirely 
outside group of so-called "experts" and allowing them to make up the ordinance 
that we the residents of Sierra Madre, will have to live under. In other words 
we will be made to conform not to the ideas of our own Planning Commission but 
to the ideas of a super planning commission. WHO ARE THEY? WHAT DO 
THEY STAND FOR, AND MOST OF ALL, DO WE WANT TO CONFORM TO 
THEIRIDEAS7 WHAT KIND OF A DICTATORSHIP ARE WE LETTING OURSELVES 

It is one thing for a Planning Commission to plan for what they believe to be 
proper development, but it seems to me quite another matter to give them the 
power to dictate what the individual home owner can and cannot do and also the 
power to condemn what has been legally built or established years before they 
were even thought of as being necessary. Maybe the next suggestion from the 
ouper Planning Commission will be to set up a Super Secret Snooper organization 
to enforce the proposed zoning ordinance—how else will the Planning Commission 
ferret out everyone who is working for money in his home?

The proposed zoning ordinance is of tremendous importance to the residents of 
bierra Madre.

"There are many burdens 
which are too great to be borne 
alone,” the Rev. George W.

“It is the function of those 
who are in fellowship with 
Christ to be mutual burden 
bearers. It is this which links 
us together,” the pastor con¬ 
cluded.
